Comparisons Planned. 

Eagleton, in turn, will check 
the city tax returns with the 
state income and sales tax re- 
turns filed by the firms 
volved. if the state will make 
such records available to him, 
as expected. 

This will serve as an addi- 
tional check on the firms, and 
further show whether the mat- 
ter should be submitted to the 
circuit court grand jury for 
investigation to ascertain if 
state bribery laws or other 
statutes have been violated. 

Eagleton said the grand jury 
wishes to go into all aspects 
of the tax, including its fair- 
ness and workability. Mem- 
bers of the jury, he said, are 
anxious to determine whether 
the nature of the tax has cre- 
ated ‘“‘a climwte in which thiev- 
ery breeds.” 

The circuit attorney, who re- 
ported that his office is now 
investigating about S50 reports 
of irregularities in connection 
with the merchants and manu- 
facturers tax, told the board 
members: “What we need now 
are leads.” . 

Mayor Tucker said he was 
confident that Poelker’s audit 
would result in “new leads” 
for the inquiry.

Paul D. Foote Says 
Reason Is Soviets

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (UP) 
—A top Defense official con- 
ceded today this country is be- 
hind Russia in missile work 
,and said “it is going to be hard 
to catch up.” 

Paul D. Foote, assistant De- 
fense Secretary for research 


and engineering, denied that 
the United States missile lag 
results from rivalry between 
the armed services. 

He said the reason is that 
Russia started work on missiles 
four or five years ahead of this 
country. 

Testifying before a House 
subcommittee studying man- 
power problems, Foote said the 
United States has “a good 
sound program” under way in 
the missile field. 

In the long run, he said, it 
will

He took issue with charges 
in the press that rivalry be- 
tween Army, Navy and Air 
Force permitted Russia to 
jump into the lead in rocket 
and satellite work. 


He said he is convinced riv- 


alry between the armed forces 
has speeded up United States 
missile work and has not im- 
paired it. 

Reports to the contrary, he 
said, were “absolute nonsense.” 

“The rivalry that has existed 
has accelerated the missile 
program. The real reason we 
are behind is that the Russians 
started earlier. 


“They started their missile | 


work at the close of World 
War II. We did not get started 
until 1951 or 1952. ... 

“So we are four or five 
years behind the Russians, and 
|it is going to be hard to 
catch up.” 

Before concluding his testi- 
mony, Foote said he did not 
| mean to imply that this country 
| still is four or five years be- 
| hind Russia. In fact, he said, 

“‘we are very close” to the Rus- 
| sian position. 

Foote, speaking extempora- 
neously rather than from a 
prepared statement, told the 
subcommittee that this country 
has been ahead of Russia in 
“most things” and that hegloes 
not think we should feel ‘“‘com- 
pletely licked” simply because 
Russia got into space first with 
two satellites.

It was pointed out that 
the Doppler effect makes it 
possible to fix the approximate 
position of the _ satellite by 
radio, even though it cannot be 
seen from the earth. 

A more nearly accurate radio 
fix can be obtained, Checkett 
pointed out, by the “mini- 
track” method, in which 
two antennas, at least 500 feet 
apart, are used. This method 
measures the change in signal 
strength as the satellite ap- 
proaches and recedes. 

Stuart L. O'Byrne, director 
of “Operation Moonwatch” in 
St. Louis, said his volunteer 
observing team was not called 
out this morning because the 
weather was not promising.

A mythical tornado swept 
across St. Louis and St. Louis 
county today, providing the 
basis for an exercise for civil 

defense agencies. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 

and County Council Chairman 
L. Gordon Davis were on the 
job at the civil defense control 
, center in Forest Park within 
40 minutes after the hypo- 
thetical twister hit Kirkwood 
'at 8:30 a.m. 
The two oficials theoretically 
‘supervised the co-ordination of 
city and county police, fire and 
related activities. Actually, 
they watched with interest how 
the various agencies reacted in 
response to messages which 
were telephoned or radioed in 
as part of the prepared exer- 
cise. 

Simulated casualties were 
assembled at three points—in 
Brentwood, Forest Park and 
Fairground Park—given emer- 
gency treatment, and_ then 
moved to hospitals. Red Cross 
facilities were set up at vari- 
ous points to supervise shelter 
for “homeless.” 

Also observing the exercise 
was Martin P. Wendt, a techni- 
cal adviser for the Federal 
Civil Defense Administration 
regional] office at Battle Creek, 
Mich. 

He exxpressed satisfaction 
with the way participants func- 
tioned, and emphasized that 
this type of practice is vital 
in bringing about the “co- 
ordination and planning which 
are essential in saving lives.” 

Francis P. Hardaway, city 
civil defense director, said the 
expercise ‘‘went off very well” 
but that a conference would be 
held in the next few days to 
study results and develop im- 
proved techniques.

He spoke at the opening ses- 
sion of the ninety-fifth annual 
convention of the Missouri 
State Teachers Association in 
convention hall at Kiel Audito- 
rium. About 10,000 teachers, 
principals and school admin- 
istrators are attending the con- 
vention. 

“Our school districts should 
be relieved to the greatest ex- 
tent possible of hampering re- 
strictions in their efforts to 
work out solutions to their 
building problems,” Blair said. 

He explained that under a 
constitutional amendment of 
1952, school districts were per- 
mitted to increase the amount 


of outstanding bonds to 10 per | 


cent of their assessed valua- 
tion. This has helped, the Gov- 
ernor said, but many school 
districts are bonded to the lim- 
it and are still unable to meet 
the demand for more class- 
rooms. 
Cites 1955 Survey. 

He said a 1955 survey showed 
that 36.5 per cent of the six- 
director school districts could 
not provide satisfactory hous- 
ing for their students under the 
10 per cent limit. 

“As it is now.” he added, 
“the 10 per cent limit hampers 
some districts while others 
have bonding capacity to meet 
all of their needs and more.” 

The Governor said he would 
let the Legislature decide where 
the limit should be placed, add- 
ing “my feeling at this time 
is that it might go to 12 or 20 
per cent” of assessed valuation. 

A special session of the Leg- 
islature will be called next year 
to appropriate funds for state 
operation for the second half 
of the 1957-59 biennium, which 

Throughout his talk, Blair 
emphasized that education is 
a state function with final au- 
thority vested in the General 
Assembly. He has many times 
spoken against Federal aid for 
schools.

RED JOURNALS 
TOLD OF SPUTHI 
MONTHS AGO 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (UP) 
—Russian scientists gave the 
tipoff to Sputnik months ago. 
Only they put it on a slow boat 
to the United States. 

Anyone in Russia could have 
gathered the Soviets were get- 
ting ready to go Sputniking— 
just by reading their scientific 
and technical journals. 

For example: The July issue 
of the Soviet publication Radio 
printed an article titled “Sput- 
nik to Circle the United States.” 
It asked “radio amateurs to 
prepare themselves to receive 
the signals from the Sputniks.” 
They were instructed to send 
13 kinds of data to the Institute 
of Radio Energy of the Acad- 
emy of Science, K-9 Mokhavia 
St., 11, Moscow. 

The publication arrived here 
Sept. 30—four days before the 
Russian earth satellite took the 
world by surprise. 

Reason for Delay. 

The reason for the three- 
month delay is that all publica- 
tions of this type come by ship, 
taking several weeks. A Library 
of Congress official said three 
months is about average. The 
Russians do provide airmail de- 
livery for four or five news- 
pa 


— 


pers. 

But the Radio magazine was 
not the only belated arrival 
containing tips on Sputnik. 

R. Adm. Rawson Bennett, chief 
of the Office of Naval Research, 
told a House committee recent- 
ly that he first ran across a 
translation of an important 
Russian article on radios to be 
put in Sputniks about the time 
the satellite was launched Oct. 4. 

The article was in a June 
issue of a Soviet magazine. It 
told how the Soviets would 
launch a satellite that would 
broadcast on 20 to 40 mega- 
cycles. 

The Slavic reading room of 
the Library of s re 
ceived the May-June issue of 
the Soviet Astronomical Jour- 
nal also on Sept. 30. The lead 
article, which was only one 
page long, urgently appealed 
to Russians to get ready to re- 

ort information on early satel- 
ite movements. 

Scientist’s Advice. 

A. H. Mikhailov, chairman of 
the Astronomical Council of 
the U.S.S.R. Academy of Sci- 
ences, wrote in this issue the 
first Sputnik “will be like a 
star from four to nine magni- 
tude which will circle the earth 
every 90 minutes. People will 
be able to observe Sputnik in 
the twilight of mornings and 
evenings, but only for two min- 
utes. 

“In order to observe Sput- 
niks, people should organize a 
special network of observation 
stations with at least 10 to 20 
observers. Watchers do not 
necessarily have to be profes- 
sors or astronomers. 

“The .Astronomical Council 
of the U.S.S.R Academy of Sci- 
ences appeals to all astronom- 
ical establishments, to all the 
astronomers of the Soviet 
Union, and the members of the 
All-Union Astronomical Asso- 
ciation to participate actively 
in preparations for the visual 
observations of the artificial 
Sputniks.” | 

Because the journal arrived | 
on Sept. 30, it missed the Sept. | 
15 deadline for being listed in 
the library’s monthly checklist 
of new Soviet publications. 
Therefore, it is listed in the 
October report which was pub- 
lished about Nov. 1—or about

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LIGHT MIGHT 
POWER FUTURE 
ROCKET MOTORS 


By JOSEPH L. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (UP) 
—The concept of a photonie 
rocket motor is old stuff te 
space fans. 

Science fiction writers and 
serious students of space travel 
possibilities invented the ene 
gine of light long ago to solve 
the problem of how to voyage 
to the nearer stars. 

Without some such theoret- 
ical engine, man could never 
hit speeds high enough to make 
even relatively short dashes 
possible in interstellar space. 
___ Even at the speed of light— 
form miles a second — it 
would take more than four 
| years to reach the nearest star. 
Theory says this speed is na- 
| ture’s ceiling velocity. Nothin 
can go faster, and nothing 
substance can ever quite hit 
that speed. 

Light moves in little packets 
of energy called photons. Ig 
vast quantities, light exerts 
pressure, as witness the tene- 
uous tails of comets streaming 
away from the sun. 

So, light directed in one di- 
rection would exert a force on 
its source in the other. It is se 
slight as to be practically un- 
detectable. 

Effective in Space. 

But in the frictionless far 
reaches of space where gravi- 
tational influences are weak, & 
theoretically could have an ag@ 
celerating effect on a recket. 

A simple form of photenie 
engine would be a beam ef 
light streaming from the no# 
zle of a rocket. The more in- 
tense the beam, the greater 
force tending to drive the rock- 
et in the opposite direction. 

Such an engine would be ef 
no use whatever in getting @ 
rocket off the ground, through 
the atmosphere, and out of the 
grip of gravity. 

Nor would another space 
flight concept—the ion engine. 
Ions, or charged subatomic par» 
ticles, can be accelerated to 
tremendous speeds in atom 
smashers and nuclear reactors. 

But ionic engines like pho- 
tonic motors, would be useful 
only in space where there is 
practically nothing to interfere 
with a rocket’s motion. 

The United States Air Force 
is doing serious work on ion 
engine design. It is not, how- 
ever, attempting to develop @ 
photonic engine. That is be- 
sir it would take a light 


source so large that no rocket 
now practically conceivable 
could accommodate it. 

How Photonic Engine Works. 

But if the photonic engine 
could be thrust into space by 
chemical or other rocket fuels, 
once there it would work this 
way: 

To the speed already attained 
by the rocket, the streaming 
photons would add gradually 
increasing amounts until—if 
there was enough time and 
gravity-free space—the vehicle 
would be accelerated close te 
the speed of the photons them- 
selves. 

If the theory of relativity is 
right, as most physicists be- 
lieve it is, the rocket never 
could actually hit 186,282 miles 
a second. But it might come 
close to it. 

At that speed, another part 
of relativity theory might come 
‘into operation. At speeds near 
| that of light, as some scientists 
interpret the theory, time slows | 
down for whatever body is 
going that fast. 

Maybe that provides a theo 
retical solution to what, off- 
hand, seems like the insuper- 
able problem of flight to the 

far stars. Take a star 1000 
light years distance, a light 
a being about six million 
_million miles. : 

Light. itself takes 1000 years 
to traverse such a distance. But 
‘for a rocket traveling at near 
the speed of light—if relativis- 
‘tic time contraction really op- 
erated—the flight time might 
be foreshortened to five or six 
years.

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40 Years After the 10 Days 


Forty years ago the cruiser Aurora, anchored 
in the Neva at St. Petersburg, opened fire on 
the Winter Palace. So began “the ten days 
that shook the world” which Russia is cele- 
brating this week. Without real resistance, the 
Boisheviki seized power, ana Lenin announcea 
in the Smolny Institute: “We will now proceed 
to construct the socialist order.” 

St. Petersburg, subsequently renamed Lenin- 
grad, was the Russian door to the West. It was 
a fitting place for the expounding of Lenin's 
humanism, corrupted as it was by the conviction 
that means were justified by ends. But the Bol- 
shevik capital soon was moved to onion-domed 
Moscow. And Moscow's fortress, the Kremlin, 
was the suitable site for the inauguration of 
Stalin’s dictatorship. 


Given the Russian heritage of absolutism, the 
rise of a new tyrant—as we now can see—was 
easy enough. The instrumentality of Stalin’s 
rise was the Communist party, and so long as it 
exists unchanged it is likely to be the instru- 
mentality used to effect the ascendancy of other 
dictators. 

7 ~ - 

Marx and Lenin felt the party had to be or- 
ganized like an army to achieve revolution. 
Once its goals were reached, they thought, the 
apparatus would wither away. But 40 years have 
hardly browned a single leaf of this rank weed. 

That was one Marxist error—the failure to 
foresee that a supposedly temporary dictatorship 
of the proletariat would in fact become a per- 
manent dictatorship of an elite. Another error 
was the assumption that capitalism by some im- 
mutable law would grow steadily more oppres- 
sive until it produced its own overthrow. In- 
stead, capitalism has proved susceptible of 
peaceful modification—and the modified cap- 
italism of the West has produced the highest 
living standard workers have ever attained. 

There also is a great failure in the record of 
the Communist party: it has not created a base 
for stable government. Lenin died disappointed. 
Stalin seized power and consolidated it ruthless- 
ly. Now there is Khrushchev. His ways may 
be a bit more subtle than those of the black- 
moustached Georgian. But he has shouldered 
aside Malenkov, Molotov, Kaganovich and now 
Zhukov. The Moscow game still is “king of the 
castle.” 


Danger always lurks in authority so arbitrary, 
so ambitious and so powerfully weaponed. There 
are, however, at least two rays of hope: the 
Kremlin must be aware of the danger to itself 
in unleashing modern weapons, and it also must 
be aware that industrialization has worked a 
slow change in the Russian people. Harrison E. 
Salisbury has observed that the goal of the Rus- 
sians is becoming more and more that of the 
Western nations: possession of the comforts 
which industry can and should supply. 

~ + - 

If primitive capitalism has become more and 
more “socialistic’—using that word crudely to 
describe reforms introduced for the benefit of 
the many—then Communism is slowly becoming 
more “capitalistic.” Some observers believe that 
eventually the two orders may be no more dis- 
parate than are our Republicans and Democrats. 

It would be idle, however, to assume that Com- 
munism is on the point of disintegration. The 
West believed this when the revolution occurred 
40 years ago, and clung to the illusion for many 
years after. Now we should know that, how- 
ever the Communist system may be modified 
from within, it is most unlikely to be overthrown 
from without. The West must learn to live with 
a Communist world, just as the Reds must learn 
to live with a democratic world. 


Khrushchev says capitalism would perish in 
a world war. He may be right. He should add that 
Communism also would perish in a world war. 
Both systems, all systems, share a common stake 
in averting the holocaust that would destroy 
them and civilization itself. This is the basic 
reality, 40 years after the Red revolution. 
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Sheriff Litzinger’s Travel Bills 

The full facts surrounding St. Louis county 
Sheriff Orion-J. Litzinger’s travel bills ought to 
be easy enough to establish, and it is Prose- 
cuting Attorney Garnholz’s duty to establish 
them. 

Did Sheriff Litzinger solicit and extract “more 
than” was due him for the performance of an 
official act? Specifically, did he overcharge 
Bondsman Roy T. Graham for making four trips 
to return bail jumpers? 

If so, he could be charged with a misdemean- 
or. If convicted, he automatically would forfeit 
his office under the same statutes that led to 
the ouster of his immediate predecessor, Arthur 
C. Mosley. The Missouri Supreme Court found 
Mr. Mosley guilty, among other things, of at- 
tempting to collect a reward for doing his duty. 

Mr. Garnholz has assigned his chief investi- 
gator to examine payments made by Mr. Graham 
to the Sheriff. If the Sheriff is innocent he is 
entitled to be cleared quickly. If he has been 
involved in a petty shakedown, he ought to be 
ousted from office with similar speed. 
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Perennial? Not Quite 

Jasper McLevy was not a Huey Long or a 
Tom Pendergast. He was not a political boss 
at all. He was powerful, all right, but he was 
different, and the only person we can think of 
for comparative purposes is Daniel Webster 
Hoan, whose name may no longer be considered 
famous, either. 

Jasper McLevy is not ready for an obituary, 
except perhaps politically speaking. He is re- 
markable because he has just been defeated as 
Mayor of Bridgeport, Conn.; because he held 
that office for 12 terms, or 24 years; and because 
he is a Socialist. 

In 1900 Mr. McLevy, a young roofer, joined 
a Socialist chapter numbering less than 100, 
and went on the ballot for the first of innumer- 
able political efforts. He lost so often that he 
became known as the “perennial” candidate. 
But in 1933, when Bridgeport voters were fed 
vp with many things, he was elected mayor, 
and thereafter he was elected so often that he 
became known as the “perennial” mayor. 

Under Jasper McLevy it became difficult in 
Bridgeport to make Socialism seem a dirty word, 
or even creeping. Bridgeport did not exactly 
have Socialism. What it had was a strictly non- 
partisan, honest government under a mayor so 
frugal that free-spending opponents, even Re- 
publicans, sometimes called Mayor McLevy 
“penny pinching.” And now he has finally been 
defeated, by a Democrat, and that defeat can 
hardly be ascribed to Mr. McLevy’s Socialism, 
either; it is more likely because he is 79 years 
old. 

Oh yes—Daniel Webster Hoan. He was a 
mayor for 24 years, and he too was a Socialist. 
But Mr. Hoan was Mayor of Milwaukee, from 
1916 to 1940, and in some respects he was unlike 
Mayor McLevy. Mayor Hoan was not fiscally 
conservative. Under him Milwaukee’s tax rate

was high, but the city was on a cash basis, of- 
fered excellent public services and considered 
itself the “best-governed city” in the United 
States. Both Jasper McLevy and Daniel W. Hoan 
proved that, in politics, a good man is hard to 
find, and it is worth looking under labels to 
find one—and then he ought to be kept around 
a while. 
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Too Great a Risk to Run 

What was the outcome of the economic mis- 
sion from India which brought New Delhi's 
Finance Minister, T. T. Krishnamachari, to the 
United States a few weeks ago? Mr. Krishna- 
machari and the Indian business leader G. D. 
Birla, who accompanied him, are now back 
home and yet both Washington and the Indian 
capital are strangely silent as to what happened. 

Certainly the purpose of the trip was an im- 
portant one. India’s second five-year plan has 
run into economic troubles. Without financial 
assistance from the outside, this plan for the 
development primarily of the steel, cement, elec- 
trical and transportation industries will need to 
be cut at least 25 per cent. At the same time 
Indian agriculture has been hard hit by a series 
of drouths and floods, now worsened by lack 
of moisture in the usually rainy month of October. 


On arriving in India, Mr. Krishnamachari had 
little to say about the talks in Washington and 
New York. The Manchester Guardian corre- 
spondent in Bombay quotes him as remarking 
that he “went without expectation and came 
back without disappointment.” 


That is making a brave show of it for home 
consumption. When the financial leaders set out 
for the United States, Indian opinion was to the 
effect that they would return either with cash 
or pledges of cash that would prop up the sag- 
ging plan. Indians may even have been too con- 
fident. Now they could well undergo what the 
Guardian writer calls “a terrible moral defla- 
tion.” 


Is Washington willing to risk the consequences 
without first making a reasonable additional 
effort to help India at this critical time? It 
would seem foolish to run any such risk. An 
India which is able to feed and house and em- 
ploy more and more of its 400,000,000 people 
is a strong defense against Communist infiltra- 
tion of Asia. A weak, hungry, idle India is an in- 
vitation, if not to Communism, then to some 
other form of dictatorship. 


Our present Ambassador to New Delhi, Ells- 
worth Bunker, knows all this. If he could some- 
how be joined by such recent able predecessors 
as Chester Bowles and John Sherman Cooper, 
perhaps the case for India could be presented 
effectively. 


Democracy in India is limited to be sure. But 
fledgling though it is, Indian democracy deserves 
every practical encouragement. Who cares to 
contemplate a dictator, ruling by decrees and 
military force, in the place of India’s man of 
peace, Prime Minister Nehru? 
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Sane Vote in Little Rock 
Little Rock’s city election was a defeat for 
segregationists who invited that defeat upon 
themselves. 


The original election issue had nothing to do 
with racial matters; the issue was government 
reform. A Good Government Committee, hav- 
ing campaigned successfully for a city manager 
government, offered a slate of seven candidates 
for a new city council to select a manager. 


But the dispute created by Gov. Faubus over 
integration of Central High School emboldened 
the Capital Citizens Council to inject the race 
question into the election. The Council vocif- 
erously supported seven candidates pledged to 
segregation. In a vain attempt to keep this 
extraneous issue out of the campaign, the Good 
Government candidates remained neutral. 


On Tuesday the white supremacy slate was 
thoroughly defeated. Six Good Government 
candidates were elected to the Little Rock coun- 
cil, and only one man backed by the Citizens 
Council won a post. In one contest a leader of 
the anti-integration Mothers League of Central 
High School opposed a member of the very 
school board that had planned integration, and 
the segregationist lost. 


These results cannot be interpreted as a posi- 
tive victory for school integration, because no- 
body campaigned for integration, the issues were 
confused, and the margins of victory were close. 
But it was a defeat for racial extremism. The 
white supremacy crowd which tried to distort 
the campaign and to profit politically by race 
prejudice did not succeed. To that extent Little 
Rock turned its back on defiance of law.

The Problem of the New Prison 


Gov. Blair has made an interesting proposal 
for selecting a design of the $10,000,000 medium 
security prison near Moberly. He would hold 
an architectural competition. This might tend 
to delay the project, but if it resulted in a fresh 
idea or two the wait would be justified. 


An independent team of judges is implicit in 
the concept of a genuine competition. Accord- 
ingly, the Department of Corrections should be 
limited to a general outline of its needs. The 
judging team, composed perhaps of architects, 
recognized penologists and a public represen- 
tative, should then be free to operate within 
that general frame. 


Whatever is done about design, the principal 
problem of the new medium security institution 
remains one of staff and program. Without a 
trained, professional staff, intelligently directed 
along constructive lines, the new prison can de- 
generate into just another penitentiary. 


Whether or not the Governor goes ahead with 
his architectural competition, he ought to ask 
the head of his Department of Corrections this 
question: What useful work, what program, are 
we preparing for the unfortunates who will be 
housed in this costly new institution?

Mexican Workers on U.S. Farms © Between Book Ends 


The Bracero Problem Grows Despite a Treaty

It was twilight. Twelve hundred 
and twenty Mexican men had eaten 
and washed up after picking tomatoes 
for 12 hours, much of the time under 
a broiling sun. These imported 
braceros looked tired, perhaps too 
tired to talk. For they were quiet as 
deaf-mutes as they sprawled on the 
ground outside a row of raw, ugly, 
oblong barracks, covered over with 
blistered and peeling tarpaper. 

They are passed from grower to 
grower, region to region, crop to crop, 
and may stay in the state as short a 
time as 45 days or for as long as eight 
months, the length of the crop cycle. 

This year the National Agricultural 
Workers Union (AFL-CIO) estimates 
—unhappily — that 
550,000 of these le- 
gally imported bra- The Mirror 
ceros are picking of 
crops in 39 of our 
48 states. Last year, 
the United States 
Department of La- 
bor reported 433,425 “legal” braceros 
were harvesting in 25 states. 

This means that growers in 14 more 
states have gotten on the bandwagon 
in 1957 and have certified—truthfully 
or otherwise—to farm labor shortages 
in their areas. 

More than half, as in past years, are 
concentrated in Texas and California. 


Publie Opinion 


Native Americans Forced Out 


They are driving more and more 
native-born resident family farm 
workers out of the fields and orchards 
—some of them onto relief rolls, as 
agricultural workers are not eligible 
for unemployment insurance. 


Most of the field hands displaced by 
the braceros are United States citizens 
of Mexican descent from the local 
area, judging from bulletins issued by 
the National Agricultural Workers 
Union. The others are Negroes and 
“poor whites.” 


Some migrant families—no one 
seems to know how many—still try 
for seasonal farm work. But families, 
resident or migrant, have difficulty 
keeping body and soul together—ex- 
cept where a family has several grown, 
able-bodied children—on the “preva- 
lent” low wage and/or piece rates. 
Thus they cannot compete with the 
“male only” Mexican nationals, a fact 
that was brought out in a two-year 
study made for the National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference by Father Don- 
ald C. McDonnell, its California re- 
gional director and himself a priest 
who has long ministered to seasonal 
farm workers. 


At the Recruiting Centers 


Wages are as low in some areas— 
such as for cotton and melon pickers 
in the Imperial Valley—as 50, 60 or 70 
cents an hour. Agricultural workers 
are excluded in the federal $1l-an-hour 
minimum wage law, and in any given 
area growers’ associations always fix 
the “prevailing wage.” 

Wages in some areas are as high as 
$1.25 an hour, but- when they get that 
high, growers most often switch to 
piece-rate compensation. 


While in a sense the imported 
braceros are an invading army, their 
status more clearly resembles that of 
prisoners of war. In the camps and 
fields, lest any run away, there are 
armed guards. | 

They are contracted for by growers 
who have certified to an area labor 
shortage through a state employment 
agency acting for the United States 
Department of Labor, under the pro- 
visions of a 1942 World War II treaty 
between the governments of the United 
States and Mexico. This presumably 
was a wartime emergency measure, as 
many American farm workers had 
been drafted by the armed forces. 

Interestingly enough, however, the 
importance of these essentially inden- 
tured servants has been greatly accel- 


erated since the Republicans came 
into office in 1953. There were less 
than two fifths the number of braceros 
in the United States—and in Califor- 
nia—in 1952, the last year of the Tru- 
man Administration than there are 
now. 

Each, before being brought across 
the border, is “politically” screened at 
one of three recruiting centers in 
northern Mexico. Each is also tested 
at one of these places as to muscle 
and health, much as Negroes sold at 
auction in pre-Civil War years. 

True, every bracero is given a copy 
of his most assuring contract, spelled 
out in Spanish. This tells him he will 
be paid the same “prevailing” rate of 
compensation offered American farm 
workers in whatever area he labors. 
It also informs him $1.75 a day will 
be deducted from his earnings for 
meals, which sounds reasonable 
enough. But most pay exorbitantly 
for the food they will get. 


$30-to-$80 Pay Nets $2.47 


A bracero’s contract contains a “civil 
rights” clause that not only entitles him 
to “hygienic” lodgings gratis, but gives 
him the right to “determine wages, 
hours and working conditions by arbi- 
tration through his own economic or- 
ganizations.” But what economic or- 
ganizations? He has none. 


Many a bracero is bewildered about 
his small pay check, especially when 
it shows he earned from $30 to $80 in 
a given week, but after “deductions” 
—rarely itemized—he finds he has 
netted something like $2.47. If he 
complains too persistently, he may be 
branded a “Red” or “troublemaker” 
and sent back by bus to Mexico. 


Migrant and local area harvesters 
are seemingly on the way out, as more 
braceros are brought into California 
each year. Dr. Ernesto Galarza, na- 
tional secretary, research director and 
California representative for the Na- 
tional Agricultural Workers Union, 
estimates there are 135,000 local area 
farm workers available, noting that 
“they have not dissolved into thin air.” 


Way to End ‘Shortage’ 


The attitude of the state employ- 
ment officials seems to coincide with 
an over-all conspiracy of silence and 
concealment. 

Attempts to unionize seasonal farm 
workers have never met with much 
success. Growers have violently op- 
posed it, at times with armed “vigi- 
lantes.” They justify their adamant 
aversion to unions by insisting that 
many crops could perish in the event 
of a strike or prolonged negotiations. 

Legislative efforts to ameliorate the 
lot of seasonal farm workers fail again 
and again. Resident field hands haven't 
enough votes to influence politicians. 

In Father McDonnell’s two-year 
study, he stated there would be no 
real shortage of native American 
farm labor in California if growers 
would offer as high a rate of pay as 
industries give unskilled labor. 

He contends that agriculture in Cali- 
fornia is an industry, and that agri- 
culturists should pay wages compara- 
ble to what workers are paid in such 
other seasonal industries as construc- 
tion work, logging and shipping.

G-Men Were Too Honest 
THE UNTOUCHABLES, by Eliot Ness, 

with Osear Fraley. (Julian Messner, 

256 pgs., $3.95.) 

Al Capone was an evil genius who 
must be ranked among the worst 
American villains of all time. The 
chronicler of informal post-World 
War I history, the late Frederick 
Lewis Allen, recognized him as a su- 
preme being in the underworld of the 
1920s, titling his chapter on the pro 
hibition experiment “Alcohol and Al 
The direct challenge which 
his bloody regime issued to federal 
authority would have been outright 
rebellion had he headed a legally con- 
stituted state instead of a gang. 

Many wrong impressions about how 
this scar-faced Neapolitan thug was 
placed behind bars have sprung up in 
the years since he was led in hand- 
cuffs to the Federal Penitentiary at 
Atlanta, Ga. The major misconcep- 
tion is that “Snorky,” as the under- 
world called him, 
was brought to heel 
simply because he 
failed to pay his 
income tax. Capone 
did time on some 
tax evasion counts 
but that was after 
Government agents 
had smashed his 
source of illegal in- 
come and had de- 
veloped an air-tight 
conspiracy case 
against him.

Eliot Ness in exciting clarity 
by the late Eliot Ness, the man who 
headed the drive against Capone, and 
his collaborator, newspaper man Os- 
car Fraley. The pages turn swiftly 
as the reader follows the breath-taking 
course of events by which Ness’s force 
of 10 men won a great victory over 
the Capone organizatiion simply be- 
cause the G-men were tao honest to be 
bought and too alert to‘be shot. 

It was after Capone, alarmed be- 
cause the G-man task force had de- 
stroyed a million or so dojlars worth 
of his breweries, attempted: unsuccess- 
fully to bribe the agents, that they be- 
came known in the usually cynical 
Chicago press as “The Untouchables.” 
Ness let it be known that he and his 
$2800-a-year G-men had turmed down 
bribes of $2000 a week. One thick 
roll of bills literally had been thrown 
back into the eye of the man who 
tendered it, 

Ness, who died of heart disease 
last May after years as an implacable 
foe of the underworld, has revealed 
the inside story of telephone taps, 
how his men got them ‘and what they 
told about the inner workings of the 
Capone mob. Also revealed is how 
Ness placed undercover men in 
gang. They sent out vital warnings 
when the gang hired gunmen to cut 
down their G-man tormentors. 

One of the most important lines 
tapped was that leading to the private 
telephone of Ralph (Bottles) Capone, 
Al’s brother and right-hand man. Ness 
recalls he was puzzled one day when 
he heard Jake Lingle, Chicago Trib- 
une reperter, call Ralph asy> Jemar- 
in arrogant tones to know the where- 
abouts of Al who had just been re- 
leased from jail in Philadelphia. 

Lingle’s attitude was explained later 
when Ness learned he was serving as 
a liaison man between underworld 
leaders Ve yen officials. This bit 
of sensational news did not reach pub- 
lic notice until after Lingle had been 
killed by a mobster. And Ness has 
some interesting information about 
that not-entirely-explained shooting, 
too.

Y now, most homemakers 
Breve prepared their houses 

for the coming cold of 
winter and they’ve had their 
cars “‘winterized.” People need 
a winter “tune-up,” too, and 
now is the time to begin to 
fortify your family’s health 
against the rigors of winter. 
Properly balanced menus#with 
enough of the to 
foods” do much to ward off 
winter ills and to keep up pep 
and energy. 


Important, on the list of 
basic protective foods, are 
green and yellow vegetables 
and this week’s market offers 
a great variety of these at ex- 
tremely reasonable prices. The 
green vegetables include cab- 
bage and cauliflower which 
are both good buys this week, 
as are brussel sprouts. Broc- 
coli is of exceptionally fine 
quality now and very moder- 
ately priced. There are many 
homegrown green vegetables 
still available; all field fresh 
and downright cheap. These 
include spinach, kale, mustard 
and collard greens. You'll find 
the qualitg of string beans 
much improved but still mod- 
erately priced. Wisconsin cel- 
ery is on the wane. but good 
supplies of fine California 
celery are arriving now. The 
greater shipping distance may 
add a little to the price, but 
not much. 


Some of the salad greens 
being offered at moderate 
prices are endive, romaine, 
escarole, water cress, celery 
cabbage, Boston lettuce and 
leaf lettuce. Iceberg lettuce 
may be a bit higher, depend- 
ing on the quality. Other 
“green vegetable” items in- 
clude kohlrabis and cucum- 
bers, both reasonable, and 
large, meaty green peppers 


that are a bit higher but of | 


excellent quality. 


Squash Is Top. 

Unger “yellow vegetables,” 
squash probably takes first 
place. All rich in Vitamin A, 
there are a number of kinds of 
squash offered at reasonable 
prices this week. Acorn squash 
is the best buy, price-wise. 
Squash prepared by baking re- 
tains more of the vitamin con- 
tent. When Acorn and Zuc- 
chini are simply done without 
peeling, larger squash should be 
peeled and cut in squares or 
slices, 

Carrots, of course, come un- 
der this heading, and they are 
priced moderately for the ex- 
cellent quality. Also, in this 
list, include the other root veg- 
etables such as rutabagas, tur- 
nips beets, and parsnips which 
are also good budget items 
right now. 

Sweet potatoes are also on 
of the finest vegetables from a 
nutritional standpoint. They are 
of excellent quality and priced 
reasonably. 

Tomatoes should be on your 
menu, too. There are packaged 
and vine ripened tomatoes, all 
pricéd within reason consider- 
ing the fine quality. 

Potatoes are still good buys 


as are dry onions, particularly | 


the smaller sizes. 

Fine quality, golden ears of 
corn are still available at mod- 
erate prices and egg plant is a 
reasonably good buy. 

Add a flourish to your menus 
with artichokes, avocados and 
mushrooms; they are all fairly 
moderate in price.

He Made the Phrase 'Golden West' Come True, Kept Small Town Touch

RVON G. AUTRY came out 

() or. small Western town, 

came out the hard way, 
with an on-credit git-fiddle and 
an itchy foot, and he got to be

Around the station offices 
where he worked in the West, 

they listened to him whack the 
guitar. There were those who 
said he might amount to some- 
thing in the singing line if he 
stuck at it. . 

He stuck at it. 

He went on to become the 
phenomenon called Gene Autry, 

with fame and wealth that very 
few men know, and the funny 
thing is he didn’t really leave 
the small town—he sort of 
takes it around with him. 

World-famous entertainer, 
astute busines man, producer, 
ex-soldier, many things he is. 
But he would still fit in just 
fine down at the corner store. I 
thought about this while watch- 
ing him cross his legs and an- 
swer one of those questions 
reporters ask when they wish 
to appear knowledgeable. 

“What do I think of all 
these new ‘adult’ westerns?’ he 
repeated. “Why, I think they 
are just fine.” He grinned and 
sipped at his prune juice, “Of 
course, Tom Mix and Ken May- 
nard and some others did them 
a little earlier. There are only 
so many plots, you know.” 

Autry Is a tanned and easy- 
talking man with powerful, 
well-kept hands; a gentle and 
courteous manner and a Midas 
touch that has made the de- 
scriptive phrase “Golden West” 
one of the most accurate ever 
—to coin a phrase—coined. 

He is in town to star in the 
St. Louis Fireman’s Champion- 
ship Rodeo at The Arena, 5700 
Oakland avenue, through Sun- 
day, along with Annie Oakley 
and many top-notch riders and 
bulldoggers and special acts. 

A durable star is he. At the 
rodeo will be many parents 
who themselves had Gene for 
a childhood hero.

“Stick to it, young fellow, 
and you'll make something of 
yourself,” the man, by the 
name of Will Rogers, said. 
Gene gave some thought to 
this. He headed boldly out to 
New York to make his fortune. 

He bounced. 

He bounced all the way back 
to Oklahoma, got up, dusted 
his jeans, got a spot on KVOO 
in Tulsa as “Oklahoma’s Yodel- 
ing Cowboy.” He wrote him- 
self a song, with Jimmy Long. 

The name of it was “That 
Silver-Haired Daddy of Mine.” 
It was a smash. Things started 
—Columbia put him under con- 
tract, he got on the National 
Barn Dance—and things have 
never stopped. :

E has written over 200 pub- 
H lished numbers, his records 

have sold in the tens of mil- 
lions, his theme “Back in the 
Saddle Again” is as familiar as 
any trademark in America and 
Gene’s indorsement on a prod- 
uct sends cash register drawers 
whipping back and forth with 
a jingle exceeded only by the 
bells on that most lucrative of 
beasts of burden, Rudolph, the 
red-nosed reindeer. 

“No, I didn’t write Rudolph,” 
Gene said. “I wish I had—it’s 
a great song.” It is his best 
selling record of them all, more 
than 5,000,000 copies. 

Many other of his records 
made history. “Tumbling Tum- 
bleweed,”” Home on the Range,” 
“Mexicali Rose.’ Lots of them. 

He has made i countless 
movies. His first big movie 
year was 1935 when he made 
eight pictures after clicking in 
a bit part with Ken Maynard. 
He was the top box-office star 
in his field until he went in

the Air Corps tn July 1942, as 
an enlisted man. He came out 
a flight officer. After discharge 
for the E.T.O. in 1945 he 
formed his own troupe and 
went to the Pacific where he 
entertained G.L.s still fighting.

Mrs. Autry, his slim and at- 
tractive wife, who is in St. 
Louis with him, simply accepts 
the fact that her husband’s pro- 
fession must keep him on the 
road at times. 

“It 
would: be like objecting to the 
fact that a traveling salesman 
had to travel. It’s his work.” 

Their home is in Southern 
Californiamwhere Gene has a 
tanbark circus ring to train 
his horses (insured up to $25,- 
000) while a sound machine 
accustoms them to the racket 
of applause and brgss bands. 

The once neariy constant 
traveling has decreased, how- 
ever, as Gene’s interest has 
turned more to the producing 
end of show business. He has 
his own production company, 
his own music publishing com- 
pany — has in general elimi- 
nated the middle man. 

His business interests range 
from ranches to newspapers to 


radio stations, oil wells to 
comic books. For relaxation 
he golfs (mid-80s), flies his 


own twin-engine plane, likes 
to hunt and fish.

Gene has a quiet laugh that 
comes effortlessly and he 
doesn't mind directing it at 
himself, as opposed to many 
theatrical folk.

Some Tasty Oyster Dishes 


By Hoyt Alden 


IRST it was the vermouth 
F peopte. nervous about the 

spreading ratio in the in- 
gredients of the martini, sub- 
tly suggesting that vermouth is 
also good for cooking. 


Then came the sherry peo- 
ple, just reminding us to re- 
mind people that sherry has 
always been a good old stand- 
by in: the kitchen. 

Hard on their heels were the 
cognac people, ever willing to 
boost the consumption of co- 
gnac through its copious use in 
things like crepes suzette, and 
now it’s the champagne vint- 
ners, pointing out that when 


you eat oysters you should, by 


virtue of tradition and all the 
standards of good taste and 
judgment, drink only cham- 
pagne with them. 


We expect any day to get 
a communication from Ken- 
tucky telling that’ the bourbon 
people have thought up a new 
recipe for boiling catfish in 
bourbon whisky. 
* oo - 
KAY, we solemnly promise 
Qi drink only champagne 
with our oysters, when 
there’s any champagne around 
the house. In the meantime, 
speaking of oysters, one of our 
more frequent requests is for 
a recipe for scalloped oysters. 
This is not hard to understand 
because a good dish of scal- 
loped oysters is not an easy 
thing to put together. 


Here, however, is an old 
time recipe given us by an 
oyster scalloper of some fame 
and considerable experience. 
First, you roll enough ordinary 
crackers (not fancy crackers) 
to make a cup of cracker 
crumbs. Then you'll need a 
cup of bread crumbs, and the 
best for this purpose come 
from French bread. Cut the 
French bread in thick slices 
and dry it in the oven and then 
crumble it with a rolling pin. 

Mix the bread crumbs and 
the cracker crumbs and add a 
half teaspoon of salt and a 
fourth of a teaspoon of pepper. 
Then stir in two tablespoons 
of sherry and two tablespoons 
of cream. Then half a cup of 
melted butter and, if you like 
garlic, a clove of garlic peeled 
and crushed. 

Now place a layer of this 
mixture in the bottom of a 
shallow baking dish. Then a 
layer of oysters. Make alter- 


nate layers of crumbs and oys- 
ters. You'll want to use a 


quart of oysters. When the 
layers have been arranged, 
pour the liquor from the oys- 


ters over all: It is best if you 


don’t have more than two lay- 
ers of oysters. 

Sprinkle the top lightly with 
crumbs and dot it with butter 
and bake it in a 400 degree 
oven for half an hour.

er to make is baked oysters 
with croutons. Like this: 


Cut up enough slices of 
bread to make four cups of 
small bread cubes. Cut off the 
crusts before cubing the bread. 
Melt a half cup of butter in a 
big skillet and season it with 
salt and pepper. Saute the 
bread cubes in the hot butter 
until they’re slightly brown. 

Cover the bottom of a shal- 
low casserole with bread cubes 
and then a cup of oysters. Add 
another layer of bread and an- 
other cup of oysters. Pour a 
half cup of heavy cream over 
all, then cover with a couple 
of tablespoons of plain, un- 
cooked bread cubes. Bake it 
in a 325 degree oven for half 
an hour.

HE 
T oysters, I was once told by 
an old Virginia chef who 
was famous for fried oysters, 
lies in getting most of the mois- 
ture out. The chief trouble with 


most fried oysters is that 
they’re too moist when they hit 
the skillet. Like French fried 
potatoes or anything else, you 
have to have them as dry as 
possible. 


They way he did it was to put 
the oysters in a sieve and sprin- 
kle them generously with salt 
and pepper and a dash or two 
of red pepper, and then start

working them gently with his 
fingers, stirring and pressing, 
until he couldn’t get any more 
liquid out. 


Secret No. 2: Always fry two 
oysters together as gne. Put the 
pair together and roll them in 
eracker meal. Don't roll them 
in a batter that fries and swells 
and gives you more tasteless 
dough than you havé oyster. 
Just cracker meal. After you 
roll.your oysters in the cracker 
meal, put them on a platter, set 
them ‘in the icebox and leave 
them there for at least eigh 
hours. - ; 


When cooking time arrives, 
put enough fresh grease in the 
skillet to completely cover a 
layer of oysters. When the 
grease is smoking, take the oys- 
ters out of the icebox. Have 
ready a mixture of milk and 
beaten egg and some more 
‘meal. Give them a douse in the 
liquid and another quick roll in 
the cracker meal. Then place 
them gently in the grease and 
when they start turning golden 
brown (ndt dark brown) take 
them out. 


For an interesting variation, 
while the oysters are frying, 
melt a fourth of a cup of butter 
and add to it a crushed clove of 
garlic. When you take the 
oysters out of the hot grease, 
let them cook a couple of min- 
lg the hot garlic butter.

Education and Tests

HE tests that are used to measure a child's intelli- 
T gence, or abilities, are tools and there is nothing final 

about them. They do not pronounce a life and death 
judgment on the child but, when they are administered 
by trained people, professionals in their field they do give 
parents and teachers a hint, often a strong one, of the 
child's present stage of development. 

Emphasis must be placed on the administrator of the 
tests. Anybody who might have an emotional reaction 
toward the child should not give him the tests. That ex- 
cludes all parents and some teachers. In fact it excludes 
any but the professionally trained people. Because of the 
respect given such tests, because of the importance teach- 
ers are likely to allow them, it is imperative that the tests 
be impersonal, that they be administered under the best 
possible conditions. The ordinary classroom, the usual 
teacher will not serve here. 
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WHEN THE RESULTS of the tests are given to the 
parents and teachers they influence the attitude both take 
toward the child, and that is another good reason why 
tests must be carefully administered and intelligently 
interpreted. 

If a test indicates a certain weakness in the child's 
being, it is wise to keep an open mind about it and say, 
“Maybe.” ‘Let's prove it by trying” is a far better way 
than to take the attitude that this is a final judgment 
as to the child’s status. He is dull? He is a genius? He 
cannot read? Maybe; but we might better set to work to 
make certainty certain by trying every means in our power 
to help the child overcome a handicap if he has one, to 
make the most of an ability, if he has it; and not resign 
ourselves to something that may not be true.

A TEACHER WAS SHOCKED to get the report of a 
reading readiness test indicating that the best reader in 
her class was not ready. The child was so frightened by 
the strange surroundings, the new task set before her by 
a stranger, that she just sat still, silent, immovable and so 
reported, unready. The teacher disregarded the report of 
course andt he child went right along reading happily and 
well. 

When a child, seemingly slow, or dull, is reported as 
such, the report may be correct—at the time. But again, 
it is best to keep trying, searching for another way to let 
light into the clouded mind than to stop trying. Just say, 
“Maybe,” and keep on.

State's Attorney Gets Confessions 


Leopold Tells How Loeb Blamed Him for Actual Killing—First Meeting With Clarence Darrow 


Fourth installment in Nathan 
Leopold’s own story. State's 
Attorney Crowe has sent Leo- 
pold home with a guard to look 
in vain for the typewriter on 
which the ransom letter was 
written.

HEY took me back to the 
T state's Attorney’s office — 

without the typewriter. 
When next I saw Mr. Crowe, an 
hour later, he was a changed 
man. He smiled and said he 
didn’t particularly care whether 
I told them the truth or not. 
He had the whole story from 
Dick; he didn't need mine. In 
fact, he rather hoped I'd 
continue with my denials. Let 
me be the one to hang. I was 
the leader in this thing anyhow, 
the more guilty of the two. 

I wasn’t an avid reader of 
detective stories, like Dick, but 
I'd certainly read too many to 
fall for that one. Why, that was 
the oldest gag in the book! 
Telling one suspect that the 
other had confessed and put 
the blame on him. Mr. Crowe's 
estimate of my _ intelligence 
must have dropped consider- 
ably: he hadn't tried anything 
that crude before. 

I smiled and said that was 
impossible. Dick didn’t have 
anything to confess. 

“Oh yeah, Mr. Wise Guy,” 
he answered. “‘Then who told 
me about the Willys-Knight 
from the Drive-Ur-Self agency? 
Who told me about Morton D. 
Ballard and his bank account 
at the Hyde Park Bank and his 


registering at the Morrison 
Hotel?” 
I was bowled over. There 


were only two people in the 
world who knew these things: 
Dick and I. I hadn't told them 
to Mr. Crowe. “Therefore,” rea- 
son said, “Dick must have.” 
“But he couldn't have,” an- 
swered instinct. “He just 
couldn't have. Not Dick!” 

I was stunned. 

Mr. Crowe was wise enough 
to make the most of my con- 
fusion. He didn’t try to hurry 
me now, to force me to say 
anything. Quite calmly, unhur- 
riedly, matter-of-factly, he 
recited to me all Dick had told 
him, Everything was correct, 
every detail was there, right in 
its place. There couldn't be any 
doubt at all. Dick had confessed. 

Only one major part of the 
story was wrong. When the 
recital reached the point of the 
actual killing of Bobby Franks, 
Dick had told him that he was 
driving the car, that I was rid- 
ing in the back seat. That I 
had struck the fatal blow. The 
exact opposite of the truth! 

Well, I'd straighten that out 
in a hurry. He couldn't get away 
with this. The fat was in the 
the fire anyhow; I was sunk. 
But I was damned if I was go- 
ing to take more than my just 
share of the blame. But to 
stand even the remotest chance 
of convincing them, I had to 
be as frank as Dick had been 
up to that point. I had to tell 
the whole story. And so State's 
Attorney Crowe had his two 
confessions. 

They confronted us later 
that morning, Dick and me. 
Both confessions had been typed 
and the stenographer read 
them aloud. First Dick's, then 
mine. At every inaccuracy I 
argued heatedly; Dick did the 
same. And the _ stenographer 
took all that down, too. Oh! 
they had it sewed up all right. 
The confessions themselves 
first. But I suppose it might 
conceivably have been argued 
later that they were obtained 
by duress. Not these sponta- 
neous, angry denials, contradic- 
tions of each other, mutual ac- 
cusations. They were as natural 
as the wind and the sky. No 
one could conceivably coerce a 
fellow into spontaneous out- 
bursts like these. 

I don't suppose I thought that 
far at the moment. But I 
certainly did that afternoon,

the possibility of there being 
more than one possible punish- 
ment. We had confessed; we 
would be hanged. I just didn’t 
think any farther than that. 

But out of that three-or four- 
hour long ride over the route 
we had followed while com- 
mitting the crime emerged one 
thing that was to be as damag- 
ing, perhaps, as any one fact 
of the crime. A perfectly in- 
nocent thing. In each car, be- 
sides the State's Attorneys 
and detectives, several news- 
paper reporters rode with us. 
There were two or three in 
the car with me. They were 
kind and courteous; they en- 
couraged me to talk. Here was 
my chance, they said, to get my 
side of the-story before the 
world. I didn’t feel like talk- 
ing. I tried to be civil, but I 
made it apparent that I didn’t 
want to say anything. They 
were persistent — oh how per- 
sistent! Finally, they goaded 
me into an outburst. Remember, 
please, that I was 19—that I 
was green as grass. Remember, 
please that I hadn't had six 
hours’ sleep in three days. 
Remember, too, that I had just 
been through the most trying 
ordeal of my life.

The greatest attorney and, 
in sO many ways, one of the 
greatest men it has ever been 
my privilege to meet: Mr. Dar- 
row. But that did not strike 
me at once. Far from it: it 
took weeks to sink in. My first 
impression was horror. For on 
the other side of the bars stood 
one of the least prepossessing, 
one of the least impressive 
looking human beings I have 
ever seen. The day was warm, 
and wad te tw was wearing a 
light s@ersucker jacket. It 
looked as if he had slept in it. 


His shirt was wrinkled too, 
and he must have had eggs for 
breakfast that morning. I could 
see vestiges. Or perhaps he 
hadn't changed shirts since the 
day before. His tie was askew. 
His suspenders (I didn’t know 
the word “galluses” then), 
those famous suspenders, were 
visible under his jacket. 


He wore no hat that day, and 
his unruly shock of lusterless, 
almost mousy hair kept falling 
over his right eve. Impatiently 
he'd brush it back with his 
hand from time to time. He 
looked for all the world like 
an innocent hay-seed, a bump- 
kin who might have difficulty 
finding his way around the 
city. 


I grew to know Clarence 
Darrow well in those three 
emotion-laden months. I sat 
beside him daily in_ that 
sweltering courtroom, charged 
with the heat of summer, 
charged perhaps even more 
with the heat of men’s passions. 
I was privileged to see him in 
action in what were perhaps 
the most trying hours of his 
long and illustrious career. Yet 
how can I hope to describe his 
many-faceted character? 


Mr. Darrow was 67- 


the world calls an old man. But 
he did not give the impression 
of age. Rather, there was about 
his craggy face, about his un- 
ruly iron-gray hair and about 
his loose-jointed, shambling 
figure a certain air of time- 
lessness. You simply did not 
think of his age. Instead, you 
knew from his deeply lined 
face that he had lived—trichly 
and deeply. 


Mr. Darrow was many things 
— philosopher, humanitarian, 
lawyer, defender of the rights 
of the underdog—so many 
things that it is hard to de- 
cide which aspect of his charac- 
ter made the deepest impres- 
sion. 


To me, at least, Mr. Darrow’'s 
fundamental characteristic was 
his deep-seated, all-embracing 
kindliness. You couldn't look at 
the man without being struck, 
almost instantly, by this key- 
note of his character. Clarence 
Darrow was far from being sure 
that life, under the happiest 
circumstances, is worth living: 
he knew sorrow and trouble 
intimately and at first hand; 
his instantaneous reaction to- 
ward people — especially peo- 
ple in trouble — was the well- 
ing forth of that tremendous, 
instinctive kindliness and sym- 
pathy. It was so genuine, so 
immediate, so unforced.

ND it embraced the whole 
A sorta. Or, at least, nearly 

the whole world. The only 
things Mr. Darrow hated were 
what he considered cruelty, 
narrowmindedness, or obstinate 
stupidity. Against these he 
fought with every weapon he 
could lay a hand to. And un- 
fortunate was the individual 
who, in Mr. Darrow’'s opinion, 
stood for any of those qualities. 
His merciless scorn, his blister- 
ing sarcasm, his rapier-like 
thrusts of irony must have made 
many an opponent = squirm 
When he turned the fury of his 
legal attack upon one of the 
alienists for the State, whom 
he considered dishonest and in- 
sincere, whom he character- 
ized as “not so much a doctor, 
a healer, as a professional hang- 
man.” it is an open question 
whether I, on trial for my life 
and the object of universal 
scorn and hatred — whether 
even I would have cared to 
trade places with the learned 
doctor. 


Clarence Darrow came to visit 
me a few months before his 
death. Physically, he had grown 
feeble; the mark of death was 
on his face. But age and illness 
had not dimmed that piercing 
inner light. His wisdom, his 
kindliness, his understanding 
love of his fellow-man shone 
out from under the wrappings 
of his flesh as brilliantly on 
this last dav I saw him as it 
had on the first. 


Mr. Darrew didn't have too 
much to say that first day. Per- 
haps he wanted us to have 
time to get acquainted, to est- 
ablish rapport. He said only 
that we should plead not guilty, 
that, above all, we should keep 
our mouths shut, and that there 
would probably be some doc- 
tors later to examine us.

With a 3-2 trump break—a 
68 per cent expectancy—South 
can win a spade opening lead 
in dummy, give up a heart 
trick and win a second trump 
lead in dummy. He plays the 
heart ace, ruffs a heart, enters 
his hand with the club king 
and draws the last trump. Now 
he can lead a diamond to the 
king and throw his losing heart 
and low diamond on dummy’s 
ace-queen of clubs. 

With South opening the bid- 
ding with one spade, one way 
to reach six quickly is for 
North to jump to three spades 
at once. Though lacking four 
trumps, he has more than 
enough high-card values for 
the double raise.

The last time I was in 
Germany I asked the di- 
rector of a very modern 
school—I had met him at 
a party—how his teachers 
achieved success’ with 
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students of foreign languages without resorting to drill. 


He gave me a severe look and frowned. 
that word ‘drill,’” he said. 

“Very well, I shall not use it. But what do you call 
it, that repetition that finally brings ease in language?” 

“Let’s call it practice,” he said. 

“Practice is a good word,” I agreed. “Now what I 
am trying to find out is by what method, by what short 
cut, do you avoid practice in your language teaching?” 
(I was not trying to put him on the spot or bedevil him;

Most people who achieve do work under a lash of 
some sort—the economic lash, the !ash of conscience or 
the lash of a human taskmaster. 


In Russia under the Czars, it was Dostoievsky who 
warned his generation: “These young men unhappily fail 
to understand that the sacrifice of life is in many cases 
the easiest of all sacrifices, and that to sacrifice, for in- 
stance, five or six years of their seething youth to hard 
and tedious study, if only to multiply tenfold their powers 
of serving the truth and the cause they have set before 
them as their goal—such a sacrifice is utterly beyond the 
strength of many of them.” 

After the Czars came Communism and its lash under 
which an entire generation has grown up. In the last 
40 years, or certainly in the last 30 years, any young Rus- 
sian of intelligence has dedicated not five or six years, 
but his total life to “hard and tedious study.” The result 
is spread over the front page of this evening’s paper.
